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ROCKINGHAM DELEGATION MEETING 


February 28, 1950 


A meeting of the Executive Committee was held in 
the Probate Court room in Exeter at ten o’clock 
February 28, 1950. 

The meeting was called to order by Chairman Par- 
menter, Chairman of the Budget Committee. Members 
present: Chairman Parmenter, Walter Haigh, Robert 
Hazelton, Margery Graves, Maude Richards, Thomas 
Fecteau, Rae Laraba, John Leary, Mr. Weeks and Mary 
C. Dondero, clerk of the delegation. 

Mr. Elwell presented a plan of the special committee 
for alterations and renovating of the Court House in 
Exeter at an estimated cost of $20,000. Discussion ensued. 

It was moved by Mr. Laraba and seconded by Mrs. 
Richards that Mr. Elwell ask the committee to investi- 
gate the possibilities of making changes to meet the 
need in the Register of Deeds Office, in the Records 
Building and report back as soon as possible. It was 
so voted. 

Mr. Purington of the Extension Service of Rockingham 
County appeared and explained Item 30 in the budget. 

Discussion took place by the County Solicitor and 
the committee in regard to a suggested reward in the 
Heath case. No action was taken. 

Next item was the budget of the Sheriff’s office. 
Sheriff Frink appeared before the committee to explain 
the budget and answer questions. Chairman Parmenter 
requested a breakdown of said budget as it had been 
requested by members of the delegation. This was 
agreed to by Mr. Frink. 

At this point Mr. Elwell and the Budget Committee 
inspected the basement of the Records Building in 
view of making changes to meet the needs in the Register 
of Deeds office. 
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Recess for lunch until 1:15. 

Afternoon session. 

Mr. Laraba moved the first five items on the budget 
be approved which are set by statute. Seconded by Mr. 
Weeks. So voted. 

Mr. Haigh moved that Item 6 “Officers Expenses”, 
$2,800. be approved. So voted, after seconding by Mr. 
Leary. 

Mrs. Graves moved that Item 7 “Medical Referee’, 
$2,000. be approved. Seconded by Mr. Leary. So voted. 

Mr. Leary moved that Item 12 “Printing of County 
Reports” be approved. The item was amended to make 
the total $862.70 instead of $279.00. Seconded by Mr. 
Haigh. So voted. 

A letter was read by Chairman Parmenter from Rep. 
Foote, regarding various items in the budget. 

Mr. Leary moved that Item 13, “Portsmouth Court 
House’, $4,400. be approved. Seconded by Mr. Laraba. 
So voted. | 

Clerk Mary C. Dondero was excused at this point to 
get a train to Washington. Margery Graves was made 
acting clerk. 

Article 14, ‘Exeter Court House’, $2,600 was moved 
by Mr. Haigh. Seconded by Mr. Fecteau. So voted. 

Comm. Foss explained in detail his anticipated ex- 
penditures for the ensuing year. Questioned by Mr. 
Laraba and discussion followed, including Mr. Fowler’s 
report on State and County budgets. 

Number 15 “Exeter Records Building’, $4,400 was 
moved by Mr. Fecteau. Seconded by Mr. Leary and so 
voted. 

Number 16 “Superior Court’, $30,000 was moved 
by Mr. Laraba and seconded by Mrs. Graves. So voted. 

Mr. Laraba moved the Foote note on the budget be 
passed. Seconded by Mr. Weeks and so voted. 

Number 17 “County Home and Hospital’ was moved 
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by Mr. Haigh in the amount of $100,000. Seconded by 
Mrs. Graves. So voted. 

Mr. Hilton explained his expenditures in detail. 

Number 18 ‘Care of Prisoners’, $3,000 was moved 
by Mr. Fecteau, seconded by Mrs. Richards. So voted. 

Number 19 “Salaries of Sheriff and Deputies’, $10,- 
871.60 was moved by Mrs. Graves and seconded by Mr.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


As required by Statute, the Board of Rockingham 
County Commissioners herewith present their Annual 
Report and also the required Annual Reports of the 
several other County Officers. 

Again the appropriated budget proved sufficient, there 
being at year end an unexpended balance of $11,548.51. 

Estimates respecting expenditures for Direct Relief 
(Support of Poor Off Farm), were very close, but un- 
predictable variations in employment within the County 
compelled a total spending of $84,983.40, this being 
higher than the $70,836.79, spent in 1949. 

The sum of $53,304.34, was required for Board and 
Care of Children (neglected and dependent), the average 
number cared for being 130. A substantial increase 
in this total expenditure for 1951, seems very likely 
in order to insure adequate care of these children in 
the face of present costs of living. 

Costs for the County’s share of payments to Old 
Age Assistance recipients, while slightly downward 
in 1950, will no doubt be somewhat increased for 1951, 
due mainly to increases in amounts of grants. 

The County Home at Brentwood again operated within 
its appropriated budget, there being at year end an 
existing balance remaining of $4,629.63. Inability to 
secure the necessary nursing personnel compelled the 
closing in June of the Mitchell Memorial Hospital. 

Respecting the County Jail at Portsmouth, closed 
since 1944, its early sale by the County Convention 
has been recommended by this Board. 

To all employees of the County, officials of the towns 
and City of Portsmouth who have aided us in the 
administration of County affairs, to the physicians of 
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the Mitchell Memorial Hospital and Infirmary and to 
all individuals, clubs and organizations who have kindly 
contributed to the welfare and happiness of the inmates 
of our Institution, we are very grateful.

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RECOMMENDATIONS 


The drinking facilities for the jury in its deliberation 
room in the Court House in Exeter should be improved. 


At the present time the water is warm when it leaves 
the faucet as there is considerable distance which the 
water has to run from the entrance to the jury room. 


It is recommended that a water-cooler be installed for 
the use of the jurors in its deliberation room. 


The Court Rooms need to be painted both in Exeter 
and Portsmouth. Interior decorating is faded and a 
cursory examination will readily reveal the necessity of 
painting. It is not necessary to state that it is to the ad- 
vantage of all that Municipal property be kept up and 
that it does not become in a rundown or dilapidated con- 
dition. 


The lights in both Court Rooms are inadequate and 
should be replaced by more modern lights. The ceilings 
are high and the lights are proportionately high so that 
it is difficult to read with any great amount of ease. 


In the Portsmouth Court, the curtains should be re- 
newed at least in part. There are some which need new 
rollers. 


The lights in the office of the Clerk of Superior Court 
in the Records Building are not satisfactory. While in- 
dividual flourescent lights have been installed at each 
desk, the problem of adequate lighting has not been 
solved. When it is necessary to read in other parts of the 
office or to use the filing cabinets, the existing light is 
not sufficient. As it is necessary that the lights be kept 
on all day long, the inadequacy of the lights not only 
hinders the personnel of the office but the attorneys and 
general public who have occasion to seek information 
in this office. 
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The masonry in the arch over the door of the main en- 
trance to the Superior Court House in Exeter appears to 
be weakened in that a portion of it projects further from 
the wall than other portions. This matter should be at- 
tended to without further delay because of its increasing- 
ly dangerous condition. 


The retaining wall between the Court House and the 
Congregational Church is badly in need of repair. It is of 
dry masonry and some of the stones have fallen out of 
place. 


All of the above improvements and repairs are of im- 
mediate necessity and should be made without further 
delay. 


The facilities in the Exeter Court House are the poorest 
of any of the Court Houses in the State although, out- 
side of Hillsborough County, it is the busiest Court House 
in the State. In the event that the jail in Portsmouh is 
sold, it is urged that serious consideration be given to us- 
ing the funds received from such a sale in remodelling 
and modernizing the Exeter Court House to a degree that 
will make it suited to the large amount of business tran- 
sacted in it. 


It is reeommended that the appropriation for the oper- 
ation of the Superior Court for 1951 and 1952 be $35,000 
for each year.

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SHERIFF’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners for 
the County of Rockingham: 


Although your Sheriff’s Department had a few less 
cases to investigate in 1950 than in 1949, it was the sec- 
ond busiest year your department has ever had, with 
seven hundred and twenty-one cases, or nearly two cases 
per day for every day in the year. 


We have had nearly every type of crime to investigate 
or assist in investigating during the past year including 
two cases of murder. One of the respondents has started 
serving a life sentence in State Prison, while the other 
has pleaded guilty to second degree murder during the 
past week and was given a thirty to forty year sentence. 
We are pleased that these two respondents entered a plea 
as it means a great saving to the County, as a jury 
trial in a murder case would cost at least Five Thousand 
Dollars. Both of these respondents readily admitted to 
your sheriff that they were guilty of the crime with 
which they were charged and I was glad to advise them 
together with other prisoners who have admitted their 
guilt, that it was much better for them to come into 
Superior Court at once and if necessary to waive Grand 
Jury than it was to wait in jail perhaps for months at a 
cost to the county for their board and their loss of time 
in Jail previous to coming before a Superior Court Jus- 
tice does not count towards their sentence. 


Your County Solicitor and Sheriff are the two officers 
most directly concerned with the prisoner charged with a 
felony from the time he or she is bound over by Muni- 
cipal Court, until such time as they may come before the 
Superior Court Judge for sentence. Therefore I feel it is 
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very important that they are both in on the investiga- 
tion of every felony from the moment that a felony is 
first reported to or becomes known to any law enforce- 
ment officer. We have both appreciated the wonderful 
support given to us by the local Police Departments, 
the Medical Referees, the Fish and Game Departments, 
the Motor Vehicle Department and the Probation De- 
partment along this line. 


Our Spring term of Superior Court in 1950 was pre- 
sided over by Judge Dennis Sullivan whereas our Fall or 
October term was taken care of by our Chief Justice John 
R. Goodnow. Much has been accomplished at these two 
terms of Court but I understand that our Superior Court 
Bench as well as our Judicial Council favors the appoint- 
ment of another Superior Court Justice and the length- 
ening of the Rockingham and Strafford Court sessions as 
these are the two Counties which have shown a much 
larger percentage of increase in the number of cases en- 
tered for Superior Court action than the other counties of 
the State. I feel that these two branches are right and the 
only way we can expect to catch up on the entries on our 
docket in these two counties is to have a longer Court ses- 
sion. It has been a great pleasure to work with these two 
Judges as well as the members of the Jury from the vari- 
ous communities of our County during the past year. 


I am pleased to inform you that all departments that 
came entirely under my supervision came well within 
their appropriations except the item “Care of Prisoners,”’ 
Hillsborough County Jail. Owing to the fact that we were 
charged twenty five cents per day, per person more, for 
the prisoners that we had in Jail it cost us Five Hun- 
dred and Eighty Three Dollars and Nineteen cents more 
than was appropriated but our over all saving to the 
County under our appropriations was Two Thousand Sev- 
en Hundred and Fifty One Dollars and Sixty five cents. 
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There seems to be considerabie controversy over the 
two County Court Houses and the Jail as there is most 
every year when the Legislature is in session. If our 
Court Session is lengthened as suggested by the Judicial 
Council it would seem that it would probably be advisable 
to hold the Spring and Fall sessions of Court in Exeter 
and the winter session from December first to April 
first in Portsmouth as the Portsmouth Court House has 
to be heated the year round whereas the water and heat 
has been turned off for years in the Exeter Court House 
at the end of the Fall session. Both Court houses are verv 
much in need of paint in the Court room and Judge’s 
chambers and all adpoining rooms. 


During the past year two names were dropped from 
your Sheriff’s Department on account of death. George 
B. Stevens of Kingston and Alfred L. Gosselin of Ray- 
mond. Both did exceptionally fine work as Deputy Sher- 
iffs. They both received the utmost respect for their fair 
and honest treatment; from people of their own and ad- 
joining towns as well as other law enforcement officers, 
and we all mourn their loss. It has become necessary for 
me to appoint two men in their places and I have done so 
by public demand by appointing the two men that I re- 
ceived the greatest demand from the public to appoint 
and you will find their names added to the Deputies list, 
one from Portsmouth and the other from Hampstead. 


Owing to the death of Judge Jeremy Waldron whom 
we all miss, Wyman P. Boynton who was our County So- 
licitor at the time of Judge Waldron’s death, resigned as © 
Solicitor and Lindsey R. Brigham completed the unex- 
pired term of Mr. Boynton and was elected by the voters 
of Rockingham County as your Solicitor for the next 
two years. Mr. Brigham has made a most helpful succes- 
sor to the hard working Mr. Boynton and I wish to thank 
him for his helpful assistance to me and to the members 
of my department. I am grateful to the County Commis- 
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sioners and other County Officers, also Superintendent 
and Mrs. Hilton of the County Home, for their support 
and efforts. Clerk of Court Arthur J. Call, Jr., Mr. Philio 
Caswell and Mr. Donald Sweeney of the Probation De- 
partment have all been very helpful and co-operative to 
my department and myself on many occasions and I can 
only say that I more than appreciate it. 


I also want to thank our Municipal Court Judges and 
elerks of Court throughout our County for their very 
courteous treatment and help at all times. We have had 
cases in their Courts. We are grateful and appreciate the 
assistance accorded us by City Marshall Linchey and the 
Chiefs of Police of the various towns of our County and 
the members of their respective Departments. We have 
enjoyed working with every one of them and their know- 
ledge of circumstances surrounding a crime has often 
made the crime easier to solve. Again may I remind you 
that my services and that of department are available to 
all persons within our County whenever and wherever 
you may be in need of them. I extend to my Deputies my 
appreciation for their efficient work and submit a list of 
my Deputies both active and special for the year 1951.

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SOLICITOR’S REPORT 


The summary attached to this report is for the 
purpose of indicating the number of offenders, type of 
offense and the disposition made in each case presented in 
the Superior Court. It does not include matters which 
were completed in the Municipal Courts of the County. 
A comparison with last year’s report shows that there 
has been a slight decrease in the total number of offend- 
ers, but an increase in the number of crimes for which 
the respondents were sentenced to State’s Prison. 


This is the first full year in which the Sexual Psycho- 
pathic Law, enacted in 1949, has been in effect. During 
the year the Supreme Court upheld the constitutionality 
of the law. There were two cases in Rockingham County 
of adults accused of committing lascivious and un- 
natural acts who, after an examination by a medical 
board and a Court hearing based on the psychiatrist’s 
report, were committed by the Court to the Commissioner 
of mental health. The large number of cases in Municipal 
Courts involving unnatural sex practices in which the 
intended victims were adolescent boys indicates the 
necessity of supporting and improving this legislation 
designed to cure or incarcerate those found to be sexual 
psychopaths. 


Your solicitor during the past year has represented 
the County and County Welfare Agencies in various 
civil matters, and has appeared in criminal cases in 
every one of the eleven Municipal Courts. 


I want to take this opportunity to express my thanks 
and appreciation to all the law-enforcement agencies 
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for their cooperation and much needed assistance during 
my first year as solicitor. The Police Departments of 
Exeter and Portsmouth are to be especially commended 
for their excellent work leading to the conviction for 
murder of Carroll Heath and Barney Brown.

Each year brings an ever increasing demand on 
the part of forest land owners in the county for 
the services of the County Forester. These 
services range from advice on tree planting and 
the proper species to plant to tree harvesting and 
the best cutting methods to employ to insure a 
continuous crop of timber from the forest. The 
marking and estimation of timber for cutting; 
assistance in locating buyers for standing timber 
and logs; and assistance in making out timber 
sale contracts.

The following is an example of a typical contact 
with a forest land owner: 

Mr. M. S. of Stratham contacted the County 
Forester and said he was planning to sell some 
pine timber but wanted the lot cut right and not 
stripped off. After examining the timber with 
the owner it was decided that the trees to come 
out should be marked for cutting. Mr. M. S. 
acted as tallyman when the forester marked 
and estimated the timber which came to 60,500 
board feet. The forester assisted Mr. M. S. in 
writing out a timber sale contract that specified 
that only the marked trees were to be cut. 

The marked timber sold for $10.00 per 1000 
board feet and brought the owner $600.50. The 
operator did a nice job of cutting and the timber 
stand is in excellent condition to reseed to white 
pine and the remaining trees in the stand will 
produce a good cut of first quality timber in 
15 years. 


VII. Plan of Work 
An over all plan of work for the year is prepared 
in order to contact the largest possible number 
of forest land owners. This plan of work is 
reviewed by the Forestry Commodity Committee 
of the Farm Bureau and the Rockingham County 
Forest Advisory Board.

The rural communities in Rockingham County concen- 
trated their interest and efforts on: 


1. Food: Consumer education in food marketing with 
emphasis on plentiful foods, weekly market features, 
shopping for meat, packaged desserts and quickbreads 
versus home made products, meal planning featuring use 
of salads, new varieites of fruits and vegetables adapted 
to New Hampshire’s climate; food preservation methods, 
and new discoveries in the fields of health. 


2. Clothing: Clothing selection, new developments in 
the textile world, dressmaking, tailoring principles, sew- 
ing shortcuts and new methods in clothing construction, 
spot and stain removal, moth control methods, and cloth- 
ing account keeping. | 
3. Home Management: Slip covering, upholstering, 
reseating principles, color, furniture arrangement, and 
good lighting in home decoration, consumer education on 
furniture selection, floor and their finishes, and Christ- 
mas decorations for the home. 


4. Health: Sewing for the Field Army of the Amer- 
ican Cancer Society. 


5. Craft: Braided Rug classes by local women. 


6. Citizenship: Making of United Nations Flags. 

Local leaders conducted the projects of Mix-it or Make- 
it Desserts and Quick-breads, Sewing for the Field Army, 
Sewing Shortcuts and New Methods in Clothing Construc- 
‘tion, Braided Rugs, Reseating, Color and Lighting in 
Home Decoration, Christmas decorations, Moth Control, 
Spot and Stain Removal Methods, and flag making. 
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In 1950 the 184 local leaders gave voluntarily 1,244 
days of time to the furtherance of Home Demonstration 
Work. By so doing this is equivalent in time to having 
over three Home Demonstration Agents in addition to 
the efforts of the County Home Demonstration Agent. 
Since demands for classes are constantly increasing, the 
4306 of trained local leaders is the logical solution ‘> ex- 
tending educational information to more people. The will- 
ingness and cooperation of these local leaders in accepting 
this responsibility is most encouraging. 


To guide Home Demonstration Work there is an Ad- 
visory Council of 14 women. They met five times during 
1950 to advise on matters of policy and to make decisions 
regarding programs. Membership on the council is rotat- 
ing and geographic with a four year term of office. 


In 1950 continued effort was made to reach people by 
varied methods: meetings, demonstrations, talks, tours, 
exhibits, radio, news articles, monthly circular letters, 
correspondence, office and telephone calls, home visits, 
movies, and bulletins. 


In 1951 the Home Demonstration program will empha- 
size: consumer information on Food Marketing, Meal 
Planning by the week, Meat Cookery Principles, Sewing 
for the Field Army, Sewing Shortcuts in Clothing Con- 
struction, Consumer Information on Clothing Selection, 
Construction, and Care of Clothing, Upholstering, Slip 
Covering, Reseating, Information for Citizens on Wills 
and Deeds, and Public Affairs.

Club work in Rockingham County has interested an 
ever increasing number of boys and girls between the 
ages of 9 and 21. In 1950 there were 505 boys and 829 
girls enrolled in 4-H work.

Rockingham County is fortunate in having 196 local 
leaders in the towns to lead clubs. The majority of clubs 
meet twice a month, with a few meeting every week, or 
once a month. The program for these clubs is divided into 
Business, Educational programs (project work) and Rec- 
reation — all of equal importance. All clubs elect their 
own officers once a year and the members learn to carry 
on the business of the club according to parliamentary 
procedure. The Educational program includes demonstra- 
tions on their projects, health, safety, and first aid in- 
struction, exhibiting, judging practice, and educational 
tours, recreation includes games, hikes, etc. The whole 
program points up to learning to live better, and be a 
better citizen in our local counties.
